At a reception recently given at the 


Long Island College 
Hospital, 
Dr, 


Samuel G. Armor, Ueiin of the college 
faculty, delivered an address on "Tlie 
Interaction of Mind and Body," which 
sparked with gems of thought. 


The singular quality of the human 


mind, said the lecturer, of being "af- 
fected by the affections of another," is 
one of the great facts of human history 
which at different periods of the world's 
history has bait a strange and powerful 
influence in Shaping human destiny; and 
yet as a scientific fact, historically con- 
sidered, it has received but little investi- 
gation. Men are bound together not 
more by the mutual dependencies dis- 
covered by reason than by the intuitive 
sense of the emotions that move and the 
unreasoning impulses that direct and 
guide each other in action. And all 
these 
emottonal impulses arc 
born 


of sympathy, and involve an impulse to 
imitate in feelings and in action those 
whom wo IOYG and admire. This prin- 
ciple of sympathetic 
imitation, like 


other elements of human character, es- 
ists in different degrees in different per- 
sons. Some arc uorn leaders of men; 
others are born for tho rank anil liie. 
The principle of imitation differs also at 
different periods of life, and in the differ- 
ent .races of men. 
Children learn in- 


sensibly to model their habits on the ap- 
pearance and manners of those with 
whom they are familiarly conversant. 
As we advance ;to maturity the pro- 
E 


ensity to imitation grows weaker. Our 
improving faculties gradually divert our 


attention from tho models around ua to 
ideal standards, more conformable t<^ 
our tastes. The inferior races of men 
are in this respect much lik.T children. 
They learn largely by .imitation—their 
ideal standard beingfeoble in comparison 
with their imitative faculties. 


That the mesmerized subject often 


passes into the state of anesthesia, as well 
as other peculiar mental states, 1 have 
had abundant tcslimon}-. And that the so 
culled Spiratualists—some of them at 
least—believe they have communications 
with the dead, "t can readily believe. 
Nay more, that to their minds they actu- 
ally sec and converse and walk with the 
dead is not improbable. It is in harmony 
with what is known of certain psycho- 
logical phenomena—the concentration 
theory of trance. Strong concentrated 
mental impressions, acting upon what 
psychologists call tho emotion of expec- 
tation, not (infrequently become convert- 
ed into sensational realities. 
Tho eye, 


for instance, sees what the mind strongly 
conceives; tho ear hears a voice thatslill 
lingers as a memory in the brain; the in- 
tenesly superstitious see in the dim twi- 
light the ghost wrapped in its winding 
sheets. Learned school men call this 
perversion of mind and sense objective 
subjectivity. 
Common people call it a 


delusion. The most extravagant perform- 
ances of the subjects of hypnotism,*its 
it is now called, is no external, super- 
natural spiritual manifestation ; it is 
merely an exaggeration of what we wit- 
ness in everyday life, au extreme mani- 
festation of the control of one person 
over another, which wo so constantly 
witness. Duringthe Middle Ages, when 
the superstitious and fanatical element 
largely predominated, numerous nervous 
affections spread as epidemics in waves 
of sympathy, sometimes spreading over 
whole communities like the fury of a 
storm. In Germany at one time it took 
the form of the dancing mania, which 
was probably nothing more than an ex- 
aggerated form of St. Vitus1 dance. 
It 


was characterized by comical and ludic- 
riolis grimaces, and sometimes by vio- 
lent, contortions, leapings and fantastic 
geatulations. Hundreds flocked to see 
the strange delusion, and soon, we 
are told, all Germany was dancing 
and gesticulating with the unhappy 
sufferers. 
About 
the middle of the 


Tenth Century a strange panic seized 
upon men's minds that the end of the 
world was close at hand. 
This strange, 


religious impulse has run through the 
centuries/and powerfully aftects many 
minds to-day. In later times, murders, 
robberies, suicides and other crimes have 
often prevailed as local epidemic. Tlie 
epidemic character of suicide has long 
been recognized. 
A singular instance 


is given in French history. At the Hotel 
for Invalids in Paris, among the old 
soldiers who had been long accustomed 
to act in concert with their commanders, 
one of the inmates was found dead one 
clay by hanging, and within a short time 
twelve others hanged themselves on tho 
samepost. The post was removed and 
the hanging ceased. Similar instances 
might be multiplied to an indefinite ex- 
tent. 
. 


Earnestness of purpose is a powerful 


element of magnetic sympathy. This 
is one of the secrets of the world's great 
orators. Men move in masses under a 
common impulse. This is what makes 
man "mighty in battle." In its absence 
they will run away from the enemy, 
when, with it they will run after them. 
Music is another powerful clement of 
sympathy. Wo feel the power, we are 
softened by the influence, we are sub- 
dued and reiiricd by the pathos, aud yet 
the_harmony comes into our soul like a j 
delicious dream, not through the work- ' 
ings of the,(reasoning faculties, but 
through the'niello Wing influence of a »a- 
diont sympathy. 


Human reason has of ten; less to do 


with events than prevailing sympathetic 
and imitative movements, which, be- 
coming general, like tho atmosphere 
wound us, exert an I'nconscious but in- 
evitable pressure upoutis. 
Even educa- 


tion and culture cannot at all times resist 
its influence. And it is a principle that 
asserts itself in all grades tuid condition, 


of life. 
The paragon acts the fashions 


the pupil unconsciously imitates tho 
toucher, the child catches the intonation 
of the mother, the inferior learns by im- 
itating the superior, and the sad and 
gloomy spirit imparts its leaden lute to 
all within its blighting shadow. 
On the 


other hand the hopeful and cheerful and 
strong infuse their hope and cheerfulness 
and strength into others. 
Aud so of 


kindness, forbearance, gentleness and 
love; they everywhere send their genial 
and benignant influence into the daily 
life. 
Wo cannot say too much of tho 


wonderful potency of kind words. But 
words both kill and cure. The poet 
Keats, it is said, was killed by an arlielo 
in the Edinburgh Review, and the cows- 
papers say that a sensitive young lady, 
died the other day from having received 
an insulting valentine. If people wero 
always very kind to each other there 
would, bo less sickness. The pure atmos- 
phere of love and charity is to the mind 
what 
the invigorating mountain air 


is to the body. The age . of peace 
and justice and good will, when it 
arrives, will be one of health. Envy, 
hatred, covotousness, disappointed love, 
scolding wives, debt and hard times are 
all unwholesome things. 
Hope and joy 


and mirth and music are often more po- 


j tent remedies than "drowsy sirups" and 


blister plasters. And how benevolence 
and good will conduce to health! 
fjet 


nothing else enter the .siek chamber but 
kind, hopeful, assuring words. 
Es- 


pecially should the physician be a man 
of courage and hope and sympathy. A 
long and solemn face, sad looks and 
sadder words are enough to make a well 
man sick. Normal, health}', enlight- 
ened sympathy is one of the most chann- 


I ing elements of human character. 
It is 


broad, unselfish loving, liberal and kind. 
It links us in all the finer elements of hu- 
man character to the universal brothur- 


j hood of man as magnetism binds to- 
gether the metals, and in "weeping with 
those who weep, and rejoicing with 
those who rejoice," it becomes one of the 
most charming of the Christian graces. 
Morbid sympathy, in its superstitious, 
impulsive and contagious character is a 
destructive and dangerous element of 
the human mind. 


In tho operation of the human mind 


we should distrust all purely emotional 
conclusions. They may chance to be 
right—they may, indeed, add glow and 
warmth and activity to a sluggish intel- 
lect—'but they are unsafe guides. 
There 


is, after all, no safety but in human rea- 
son, human reason softened, refined and 
guided by enlightened conscience. This 
is the rock to which we must anchor if 
we would not be drifted oil' into the un- 
certain seas of fanaticism, speculation, 
idealism, insanity. 


I have nothing to say against the sky 


and earth, and wooded mountain slopes, 
and green meadows, and still waters, 
but they are devoid of sense and aflec- 
tion anil sympathy. The brave old oak 
is but a gfant idiot. Could tho dumb, 
irrational universe sympathize with us, 
how it would rise in our estimation! 
Suppose that the brook hummed its lul- 
laby just lo please us. Suppose that the 
planets knew our names, and smiled on 
us with affection, ai the poets feign the 
moon smiled on Kmlymion at Caria, anil 
for his sake caused her chariot wheels to 
be stayed at Latinos. 
Suppose that the 


rose looked pretty, and blushed to in- 
spire us with delight, and not merely 
because it could not help itself. 
Sup- 


pose the birds warbled as much for our 
sake as their own (by the by, maybe 
they do. ) 
Suppose all this and more, 


and yet the intellectual and moral world 
of human thought and 
affection and 


sympathy would still boforemost in sub- 
limity and beauty.

This manipulation, one of the wonders 
of modern therapeutics, consists of in- 
serting a tube into tho stomach through 
the gullet, and pouring lukewarm, or 
medicated water through tho tube by 
means of a funnel, 
till tho stomach is 


full. 
Then, by simply lowering tho end 


of the tube to" the waist, a siphon is 
formed, and the stomach is emptied. 
The patients who undergo this operation 
stiller mostly from chronic catarrah of 
the digestive organs. 
The process 


is so simple that they soon learn to 
perform it unaided, and this was the 
case with tho above mentioned patient. 
Unfortunately for him, he had 
not 


thought it necessary, or did not possess 
tho means of purchasing a new tube, but 
contented himself with mending and 
patching, and tying defective parts with; 
thread. 
The inevitable took place. 
A 


portion of the tube, measuring eiglit: 
inches at least, remained in his stomach." 
and he is now awaiting Prof. Billroth's: 
decision as to the best means of treat-: 
mdnt. The skillful surgeon is still hnsi-' 
tating between the two courses open -to. 
him; he must cither attempt to extract 
the intruder throught tho oesophagus, 
with the help of gastroscopy, or he must 
resort to gastronomy. Meanwhile the 
patient enjoys a good appetite.—London- 
Life.

life, and instead of being pushed into 
crime by the frolicsome impulsiveness 
suggested by the word "boy," long 
since resorted to robbery and murder as 
tho business of life, not as tho sport of 
irrepressible and hot-headed youth. 


'The politicians, too, love to hide their 


tricks and their games with the public 
service by pretending in u jocose and 
lightsome way that it is the " boys'1 who 
are really responsible for the evil doe.ds 
of cauousos and conventions, of wire- 
pulling and political deviltry generally. 
They imagine- it softens the ollbn.se if 
they as'sumo)-'that, it is the "boys" who 
nuvjt bo looked after and looked to for 
tlio wrong-doing in politics, whuroiis the 
majority of those "boys" are gray with 
the many years they havu given to learn- 
ing and practicing their contemptible po- 
litical frauds and maneuvers.
